Ceylon Father, Son Study American Life 


LILBOURN — 
A 
family 
from Colombo, Ceylon, 
an 
island off the coast of India, 
is presently making its home 
in St. Louis, where the father, 
Frank Paiva, is teaching 
at 
St. Louis University, while he 
collects material for his PhD 
in social welfare at Brandeis 
University. 
He and his son Roshan spent 
several weeks at the 
Delmo 
Center in Lilbourn 
last sum­ 
mer and again this week. The 
father is gathering research 
in the Bootheel of 
Missouri 
to compare with rural Ceylon. 
The son is a freshman in St. 
Louis University, and plans to 
become a civil engineer. Ros­ 
han had this to say about his 
native Ceylon; 
Ceylon Is an island, 
south of 
India, is 150 miles across and 
about 200 miles long at 
its 
widest and longest. 
The area 
is about the same as half that 
of New York state. 
The popu­ 
lation 
is 
estimated 
to be 
between 11 and 12 million. 
There are two main 
ethnic 
groups in Ceylon, 
Sinhalese 
and Tamil who speak Sinhalese 
and Tamil respectively. There 
are also Moslems, Malays and 
Burghers. 
Burghers are the 
descendants of some of 
the 
Dutch and Portugese who were 
in Ceylon when Ceylon 
was 
ruled by them. 
The British 
also ruled Ceylon and as a result 
many people speak 
English. 
Also many Portugese, 
Dutch 
and English words have crept 


into the Sinhalese and 
Tamil 
languages. 
The Sinhalese comprise about 
60-65 per cent of the popula­ 
tion. 
Tamils about 20-25 per 
cent and the rest are those 
ethnic groups mentioned 
and 
more. 
Buddhism is the majority reli­ 
gion with about 64 per cent of 
the 
people 
practicing 
it, 
Hinduism is second with about 
20-25 per cent of the people, 
Christianity is found among 10 
per cent of the population. The 
rest 
are 
many diverse re­ 
ligions. 
The staple food of the Cey- , 
loness people is rice. 
The 
main cash crops grown 
for 
export are tea, rubber 
and 
coconuts. 
Spices, 
gems and 
plumbago are also 
exported 
but the economy depends pri­ 
marily on the three main ex­ 
ports mentioned. 
Rice how­ 
ever, is imported since Ceylon 
grows only about 50 per cent of 
the rice it needs. 
Ceylon's little 
mineral re­ 
sources have not been exploited 
because of lack of finances. 
These resources are compara­ 
tively small deposits 
of iron 
and gold. 
Other 
unexploited 
other-than-mineral resources 
are hydro-power and sea food. 
These are unexploited because 
of lack of technology and again, 
lack of finances. 
The population in Ceylon 
is 
80 per cent rural and 
20 per 
cent urban. 
There are more 
people in the Southwest 
and 


Central Hill Country than 
in 
the other areas because more 
wealth is In this area. 
More 
wealth is in this area because 
the bigger cities are here, and 
it is more fertile for agricul­ 
ture. 
Ceylon is governed as 
in 
England with Parliament, prime 
minister as head of state and 
governor 
general 
who 
rep­ 
resents the Queen of England 
but is appointed by the 
Prime 
Minister. 
The 
governor 
general’s function is to open 
Parliament 
and perform the 
other functions of the Queen. 


The people of Ceylon 
and 
Asia are in the majority, poor. 
Therefore, when a power 
with 
resources is involved in fight­ 
ing aggression, 
they 
cannot 
understand the issues involved 
and therefore cannot be 
ex­ 
pected to understand the situa­ 
tion. The governments of these 
Asian countries, however, can 
understand the 
reasons 
and 
give moral support. 
However 
when these governments 
try 
to react favorably toward the 
power, they are restricted by 
the lack of understanding 
on 
the part of the masses.

WAYLAND, Mich. (AP) —- 
American troops in Viet Nam 
will have to make do at Christ­ 
mas 
without Robert Double- 
stein's glazed turkey and gihiet 
gravy. 
Doublestein, 43, a chef who 
thinks cookies from home are 
not enough for soldiers at war 
during the yuletide, wanted a 
company of the nation's leading 
chefs to cook Christmas dinner 
for the troops. 
The Defense Department said 
the trip would be "contrary to 
policy" and dangerous. 
Doublestein, a father of three, 
lives in this west Michigan town 
of about 2,000 and commutes to 
his job at a Grand Rapids res­ 
taurant. 
"I remember when I was in 
the service," he said, "the 
Christmas 
season was always 
the toughest, the time when 
morale sank a bit and we were 
a little depressed." 
A spokesman for the Defense 
Department's Community Rela­ 
tions Division said the trip 
would be impossible in view of 
recent "increased 
troop 
strength and the heavy logis­ 
tical requirements" of trans­ 
porting the chefs into the war 
zone. 
"It all started out as a wild 
dream,” Doublestein said. He 
said that Rep. Gerald R. Ford, 
R-Mich., 
House 
Republican 
leader, liked the idea and had 
assigned one of his aides to the 
project. 
The aide began ironing out the 
wrinkles in red tape. A sponsor 
was needed. 


So Doublestein pecked out a 
tidy, typewritten plea for spon­ 
sorship to the National Restau­ 
rant Association, based in Chi­ 
cago. 
"It 
sounded like a great 
idea," said Donald Greenaway, 
NRA executive vice president. 
"So we investigated it." 
Retired Adm. Ira Nun, of the 
NRA's 
Washington 
council, 
couldn't clear the trip with the 
Pentagon. Doublestein, a chief 
commissary 
steward 
in the 
Coast Guard in World War II, 
said most military cooks know 
nothing about the culinary arts. 
"We'd go over the menu with 
each 
mess 
sergeant. 
We'd 
carve, serve, and do anything to 
make the holiday chowline a 
Christmas gift from home," he 
said. 
Informed of the decision to 
drop the project, Doublestein 
said only that he would have to 
"give it some thinking."

BERLIN AP — A Pan Amer­ 
ican cargo jet flying mail 
to 
West Berlin crashed in Commu­ 
nist territory outside West Ber­ 
lin in predawn darkness today 
and the East German 
news 
agency ADN reported its three 
crewmen were killed. 
The crash was reported to 
U.S. officials here by Soviet au­ 
thorities. The original report 
gave no account of the plane’s 
pilot, copilot 
and navigator. 
The three-jet Boeing 727, fly­ 
ing from Frankfurt through the 
East German air corridors, 
came down about eight miles 
from its 
destination in this 
Communist - surrounded city. 
A Berlin postal official said it 
carried 7.1 
tons of mail 
in 
unsealed bags. 
The terse ADN dispatch from 
East Berlin said; "The com­ 
mission 
investigating 
the 
crash 
reported that the crew 
of the crashed plane 
was 
killed. Three bodies 
were 
recovered." 
Pan American in Berlin said 
it was withholding 
identifica­ 
tions of the airmen pending 
notification of next of kin. 
In another dispatch the agen­ 
cy reported the plane 
had 
crashed near Dallgow, about 2.5 
miles 
west of West Berlin's 
boundary. A commission headed 
by the East German civil avia 
tion chief, Paul Wilpert, 
had 
been appointed to investigate 
the crash, ADN said. 
A U. S. spokesman said 
the 
Soviet representative 
at the 
air safety center reported the 
crash in East Germany but gave 
no further details. 
The spokesman said that 
at 
the time the plane lost contact 
with West Berlin, a light snow 
was falling in the area, the ceil­ 
ing was 500 feet and that visibil­ 
ity was three-eighths of a mile. 
The plane was headed for Te- 
gel Field in the French sector 
of West Berlin. 
A spokesman 
at Tegel 
said 
the weather conditions at Tegel 
were 
“ above 
the established 
minimums" for that airport. 
The crash was the first of a 
Western commercial plane in 
East Germany on a 
regular 
flight 
through the 
air cor­ 
ridors. 
The jets were brought into 
West Berlin service by Pan 
American only this year, re­ 
placing four - engine propeller 
DC6Bs. 
The plane was inbound 
for 
Tegel when radar contact with 
the craft was lost. 
The Pan Am jets were using 
Tegel instead of their normal 
field at Tempelhof because of 
runway repairs begun Monday 
at the midcity terminus. 
Air France regularly uses Te­ 
gel as do bigger Pan Am jets 
providing service to New York. 
Except 
for allied military 
craft, only U.S., French 
and 
British planes are allowed ac­ 
cess to the Communist-sur­ 
rounded city through air corri­ 
dors prescribed by agreement 
with the Soviets,

Speaker Thomas D. Graham, 
D-Jefferson City, wants to be 
only man to serve a fourth con­ 
secutive term as speaker in the 
Missouri House. 
But he has been warring with 
Gov. Warren E.Hearnes, fellow 
Democrat, over state policies 
and Hearnes has lent his sup­ 
port to Rep. James E. Godfrey, 
D-St. Louis. 
Godfrey said he wants the job 
of speaker and if he gets it he 
won't accept the use of a state- 
leased car or have a state-paid 
secretary in his law office. 
Graham has admitted to both 
and said they are justified be­ 
cause of the large amount of of­ 
ficial business the speaker must 
attend to between legislative 
sessions.

\ 3 U.S. Helicopters 
Downed in Tay Ninh

(AP) — Communist gunners 
shot down three UJS.Army heli­ 
copters in Tay Ninh Province 
today a few hours after B52 
bombers pounded the hideout 
stronghold there of the Viet 
Cong 9th Division. 
A U. S. military spokesman 
said he had no reports yet of 
casualties nor any word wheth­ 
er 
new ground action 
had 
erupted in the Communist C 
Zone where the largest UJS. 
ground force of the war is 
pursuing the Viet Cong. Earlier 
only light contact had been re­ 
ported. 
The helicopter losses in Tay 
Ninh brought the reported toll of 
such aircraft in South Viet Nam 
to at least 223. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters claimed 80 Viet Cong killed 
in a clash between a company 
of militiamen and a company of 
Viet Cong 40 miles west of Sai­ 
gon. 
Moderate 
government 
casualties were reported. 
Elsewhere across South Viet 
Nam, ground action continued 


in a lull, and bad weather over 
North Viet Nam reduced Ameri­ 
can air strikes sharply Monday 
for the fourth straight day. 
Today was the sixth straight 
day on which the high-flying B52 
bombers from Guam pounded 
the longtime Viet Cong strong­ 
hold along the Cambodian bor­ 
der 60 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. 
An estimated 30,000 American 
troops, the largest single force 
of the war, are massed in the 
brush country, rubber planta­ 
tions and jungles where for 
nearly two weeks they have 
been battling and pursuing the 
9th Viet Cong Division and a 
regiment of North Vietnamese 
regulars. 
This U,S. force in Operation 
Attleboro has reported killing 
949 of the enemy and seizing 
huge amounts of arms and am­ 
munition, including 23,000 gre­ 
nades, 500 claymore mines, 128 
weapons and 1,488 tons of rice. 
The UJS, command reported 
that two destroyers, the John R. 
Craig and the Hamner, shelled

SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) - The 
Soviet Union threw its weight 
today behind a move to 
read 
Red China out of the world 
Communist movement, but Ro­ 
mania objected. 
Soviet Communist 
leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev endorsed a 
Bulgarian proposal for 
a 
meeting o f the world’s Com­ 
munist parties to establish unity 
along pro-Soviet lines. 
But 
Secretary-General 
Nicholae 
Ceausescu 
of the 
Romania 
Communist party urged 
that 
nothing be done that “ could 
deepen, disagreement and in­ 
crease the danger of a split." 
Ceausescu also made aharsh- 
er attack on U.S. actions in 
Viet Nam than either Bulgarian 
Prem ier Todor Zhivkov or Bre­ 
zhnev. 
The Romanian 
re­ 
turned to the stiff line that had 
been absent recently in 
the 
Soviet bloc, presumably be­ 
cause the bloc was seeking to 
arrange peace in Viet Nam. 
Ceausescu accused the United 
States of aggression in Viet 
Nam and said: 
“ There is but 
one way out for the settlement 
of the Vietnamese issue: 
“ The U.S.A. should complete­ 
ly and unconditionally stop their 
air raids over the Democratic 
Republic of North Viet Nam, 
should put an end to the aggres­ 
sion In Viet Nam, should leave 
the country, and should allow 
the people themselves to deter­ 
mine their future development 
without external interference." 
This restatement of Hanoi's 
tough stand-which Washington 
rejects as a basis fortalks-had 
not been heard in recent Soviet 
speeches. Zhivkov ignored the 
subject of peace term s, and so 
did Brezhnev. 
Hanoi is believed here to be 
objecting to Soviet bloc efforts 
to push it toward a conference 
table. Ceausescu's speech indi­ 
cated that Romania is giving at 
least some support to Hanoi on 
this.

Bonita Sue Harris, 18, the only 
adult survivor of the shooting, 
remained under treatment in 
Southside District Hospital. The 
student 
beautician 
suffered 
head and arm wounds and was 
expected to be hospitalized sev­ 
eral more days. 
Smith's parents 
issued 
a 
statement through their attor­ 
ney expressing grief over "the 
terrible tragedy wrought upon 
mankind 
by 
their 
disturbed 
boy." 
Rod Wood, the lawyer who 
has arranged psychiatric treat­ 
ment for young Smith, said Mr. 


and Mrs. Robert L.Sm ith "ex­ 
tend their heart-felt sympathy 
to relatives and friends of the 
victims. 
Police said young Smith told 
them he waited for student hair­ 
dressers of the Rose-Mar Col­ 
lege of Beauty to arrive for 
work, then forced the first ar­ 
rivals to lie in a circle and 
killed them to "get known.. .get 
myself a name.”

Gemini 12 - whose 
dive to 
earth today brings 
down the 
curtain on America's $1.3bil­ 
lion space project - solved one 
of the biggest riddles. 
Pilot Edwin 
E. Aldrin 
Jr. 
showed 
man can work outside 
a 
speeding spaceship 
if he 


paces himself and has proper 
aids for 
leverage. 
"Everything 
we've 
seen in 
this flight to date - the 
re­ 
sponses we've had — certainly 
would lead us to believe that, if 
you do properly fix the man at 
Ids task, allow him to do it in a 
leisurely 
manner, 
you have 
no difficulty," said Dr. Charles 
A. Berry, the astronauts' chief 
physician.

— Air Force Lt. 
Cols. Virgil I. Grissom 
and 
Edward H. White II and Navy 
Lt. Roger B. Chaffee - are to 
ride the first manned Apollo 
moonship 
for two weeks in 
each orbit to test spacecraft 
operations. 
The learning process in Gemi­ 
ni 
progressed with 
each 
flight: 
Gemini 3, the first 
manned 
mission, fell short of its splash­ 
down mark by 
60 miles after 
wind tunnel tests incorrectly 
calculated 
the 
spacecraft's 
aerodynamic lift. 
Flights that 
followed fired braking rockets 


at a 
later 
time in the re­ 
entry schedule. 
On Gemini 4, pilot White had 
trouble closing his hatch after 
completing 
Am erica's first 
space stroll. Parts in the hatch 
latch then were eliminated to 
reduce friction. 


After Gemini 5 had problems 
with a 
broken 
heater in 
its 
power - producing 
fuel cells, 
technicians reduced 
the 
chance of a sim ilar trouble on 
later flights by linking 
fuel 
cell oxygen supply to 
the 
spacecraft 
oxygen 
tank so 
one could- use pressure from 
another. 


Gemini 6 
pilots Walter M. 
Schirra jr . and Thomas P. Staf­ 
ford proved rendezvous 
was 
possible when they hunted down 
and caught the orbiting Gemini

St. Louis University, while he 
collects material for his PhD 
in social welfare at Bran dels 
University. 
He and his son Roshan spent 
several weeks at the 
Delmo 
Center In Lilbourn 
last sum­ 
m er and again this week. The 
father is gathering

to compare with rural Ceylon. 
The son Is a freshman in 
St. 
Louis University, and plans to 
become a civil engineer. Ros­

native Ceylon: 
Ceylon is an island,

India, Is 150 m iles across and 
about 200 m iles long at 
its 
widest and longest. 
The area 
is about the same as half that 
of New York state. 
The popu­ 
lation 
is 
estimated 
to 
be 
between ll and 12 million. 
There are two main 
ethnic 
groups in Ceylon, 
Sinhalese 
and Tamil who speak Sinhalese 
and Tamil respectively. There 
are also M oslems, Malays and 
Burghers. 
Burghers are 
the 
descendants of some of 
the 
Dutch and Portugese who were 
in Ceylon when Ceylon 
was 
ruled by them. 
The British 
also ruled Ceylon and as a result 
many people speak 
English. 
Also many Portugese, 
Dutch 
and English 
words have crept 


into the Sinhalese and 
TamU 
languages. 
The Sinhalese com prise about 
60-65 per cent of the popula­ 
tion. 
Tamils about 20-25 per 
cent and 
the rest are those 
ethnic groups mentioned 
and 
more. 
Buddhism is the majority reli­ 
gion with about 64 per cent of

Rice how­ 
ever, is imported since Ceylon 
grows only about 50 per cent of 
the rice it needs.

sources have not been exploited 
because of lack of 
finances. 
These resources are compara­ 
tively sm all deposits 
of iron 
and gold. 
Other 
unexploited 
other-than-m lnenl resources 
are hydro-power and sea food. 
These are unexploited because 
of lack of technology and again, 
lack of finances. 
The population in Ceylon 
is 
80 per cent rural and 
20 per 
cent urban. 
There are more 
people In the Southwest 
and 


Central Hill Country than 
in 
the other areas because more 
wealth is in this area. 
More 
wealth is in this area because 
the bigger cities are here, and 
it is more fertile for agricul­ 
ture. 
Ceylon is governed as 
In 
England with Parliament, prime 
minister as head of state and

resents the Queen of England 
but is appointed by the

Minister.

The people of Ceylon

THE WEALTH OF THE SEAS 
The economic potential of the oceans’ re­ 
sources will be one of the principal topics 
of discussion at the 16th semi-annual meeting 
of the Manufacturing Chemists Association in 
New York City on Tuesday (Nov. 22). 
THE UNITED STATES will spend only $20 
million over the next two years on new pro­ 
grams of education, training, an d research in the 
marine sciences. 
This comes on top of about 
$140 million a year on continuing sea studies, 
but the combined total is dwarfed by the $5 
billion a year we’re spending on space explora­ 
tion. Even so, oceanographers welcome the new 
programs as evidence of increased awareness 
of the virtually 
untapped wealth of food and 
mineral resources in the world’s waters. 
The new program is authorized by 
the Na­ 
tional Sea Grant College and Program Act 
cleared by Congress late in the 1966 session. 
The House had voted $15 million for a two-year 
program; the Senate, $45 million for 
three 
years. 
The compromise was arrived at in 
conference and accepted by both chambers by 
voice vote. 
OCEANOGRAPHERS are agreed that marine 
food resources alone could be developed to 
the point of meeting the world’s need for 
protein. 
In the United States, however, the 
fishing industry is held back by antiquated 
ideas and laws. 
Research in the United States has also been 
hampered by a lack of practical-minded ex­ 
perts. 
The new program will take us a few 
rewarding steps in that direction. 
No new colleges will be built. Instead, marine 
research will be expanded at existing institu­ 
tions. 
The new law also specifies that federal 
funds under the program may not be used to 
buy, rent, or build a building, dock, or vessel. 
The lawr specifies that programs are to be 
initiated and conducted at “ suitable public or 
private institutions of higher education, in­ 
stitutes, laboratories, and public or private 
agencies” which already are engaged inactivi­ 
ties relating to the development of 
marine 
resources. 
It provided that an institution of 
higher education receiving a grant under 
the 
bill is to be known as a “ sea grant college.” 
PROPOSALS were submitted by mid-November 
! for a fecjeral systein of buoys for exploring, 
j expjLiii^ng, 
oitjng the seas. The study 
is being sponsored by the Interagency Com­ 
mittee on Oceanography (ICO). 
It is jointly 
supported 
by 
six federal departments and 
agencies whose m issions will be aided by the 
availability of marine environmental data. The 
U.S. Coast Guard, which accepted the role of 
“ lead agency” in the program, solicited the 
proposals. 
“ Knowledge of the oceans,” the late P resi­ 
dent Kennedy said back in 1961, “ is more than 
a matter of curiosity. 
Our very survival may 
hinge upon it.” 
The activities of the federal 
government in oceanography - aside from the 
new program - have grown greatly in the past 
few years - from about $28 million in fiscal 
1958 to about $140 million in fiscal 1966. 
The reasons are not obscure, though perhaps 
they have not been adequately elaborated. Know­ 
ledge to be gained from the ocean depths will 
have important bearing on national defense, on 
the design of undersea vessels and weapons, on 
sources of fuels and m inerals in addition to 
food, on methods of preventing radioactive con­ 
tamination, and on medical research. But even 
if practical rewards were not in view, scientists 
would be drawn to the m ysteries of the deep 
because it holds answers to many riddles of 
the earth’s origin.

ORAL CONTRACEPTIVES 
Few' of today’s wonder-working drugs are likely 
to have more telling effect on conditions of life 
in the future than the little white disc familiarly 
known as “ the p ill.” 
As the first virtually 
infallible 
contraceptive 
that requires 
no 
intrusion on an individual’s sex life, the oral 
contraceptive appears headed for acceptance by 
people at every level of society. The ultimate 
consequences could be incalculable. 
The pill 
is 
already given credit for sharpening 
the 
decline in the U.S. birth rate, now at 19 births 
per 1,000 population —the lowest rate since the 
bottom of the depression 30 years ago. 
Rarely has a new drug caught on so swiftly. 
Since the first of the oral contraceptives was 
approved as a prescription drug in 1960, 10 
varieties have come on the market. 
Millions 
of young women have begun taking the pill 
as a routine matter. According to the govern­ 
ment-sponsored National Fertility Study, 
at 
least 6.5 million wives were using or had used 
oral contraceptives at some time when 
the 
population survey was made last December. 
This was an underestimate because the popu­ 
lation sample did not include women older than 
45 or women of any age not living with a 
husband. 
Most significant was the relative popularity of 
the pill among younger women. More than half 
of the wives under 25 had used or were con­ 
templating using it. 
Another use-promoting 
factor is that women at the lower socio-economic 
levels are eagerly adopting the pill wherever 
birth control services are being supplied them 
by welfare agencies. This contrasts with earlier 
experience of birth control promoters who were 
unsuccessful in introducing other methods and 
m aterials to low-income women. 
Two 
considerations 
have held 
back wider 
adoption of the pregnancy-preventing drug. One 
is the failure to date of the Vatican to approve 
use of the pill 
by Roman Catholic couples. 
The other 
is a persistent uneasiness about 
possible ill-effects on the health of the user. 
A church decision on the contraception issue 
had been expected by the end of this year. Pope 
Paul VI has been reviewing a report rumored to 
be 
favorable to the pill which a special com­ 
mission submitted to him last June after three 
years of study. But on Oct. 29, Pope Paul said 
he had postponed “ for some time still” his 
decision on the question. 
Meanwhile he re­ 
minded Catholics that church teaching permits 
only one.means of birth control and that is to 
ff'dm sexual 
intercourse during the 
fertile period of a wife’s monthly cycle - the 
“ rhythm” method. 
But the National Fertility Study showed that 
more than one-fifth of the Catholic wives under 
45 were using or had used an oral contraceptive. 
The efficacy of the pill is nowhere in doubt. 
No other method, short of complete continence, 
surpasses it. 
Studies to date show no serious 
ill-effects of taking the pill except in rare cases 
of women already suffering from or susceptible 
to certain diseases. 
Nevertheless the health 
question is still in the area of controversy. 
Greatest concern has centered on reported cases 
of blood-clotting, some fatal, which occurred 
among women taking the pill and on fear that 
long-term use of the drug might encourage the 
growth of cancer. 
No case of either disease has ever been at­ 
tributed to use of the contraceptive. But some 
authorities believe the 
health question should 
be more intensively investigated because health- 
damaging effects might not show up until after 
many years of use. Several medical research 
projects in this area have been launched with 
government and private foundation support, but 
doubt remains as to the adequacy of their 
scope. 
Meanwhile the search continues for even better 
contraceptives that might reduce anxieties about 
the possibility of hidden detriment to health. 
Interest centers chiefly on improving intra­ 
uterine devices - a 
form 
of contraception 
generally 
favored 
for mass use 
in poor 
countries. 
Still to be developed is a once-a- 
month or once-a-year pill or injection, or what 
some would consider the ideal contraceptive - 
a pill which could be taken at any time within 
days after intercourse. 
The Food and Drug Administration’s Advisory 
Committee on Obstetrics and Gynecology, in its 
recent report on the pill, said that oral con­ 
traceptives currently in use “ are probably not 
those that will be employed 10 or even five 
years hence.”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE WEALTH OF THE SEAS 
The economic potential of the oceans’ re­ 
sources will be one of the principal topics 
of discussion at the 16th semi-annual meeting 
of the Manufacturing Chemists Association in 
New York City on Tuesday (Nov. 22). 
THE UNITED STATES will spend only $20 
million over the next two years on new pro­ 
grams of education, training, and research in the 
marine sciences. 
This comes on top of about 
$140 million a year on continuing sea studies, 
but the combined total is dwarfed by the $5 
billion a year we’re spending on space explora­ 
tion. Even so, oceanographers welcome the new 
programs as evidence of increased awareness 
of the virtually 
untapped wealth of food and 
mineral resources in the world’s waters. 
The new program is authorized by 
the Na­ 
tional 
Sea Grant College and Program Act 
cleared by Congress late in the 1966 
session. 
The House had voted $15 million for a two-year 
program; the Senate, $45 million for 
three 
years. 
The compromise was arrived at in 
conference and accepted by both chambers by 
voice vote. 
OCEANOGRAPHERS are agreed that marine 
food 
resources alone could be developed to 
the 
point of meeting the world’s need for 
protein. 
In the United States, however, the 
fishing 
industry 
is held back by antiquated 
ideas and laws. 
Research in the United States has also been 
hampered by a lack of practical-minded e x ­ 
perts. 
The new program will take us a few 
rewarding steps in that direction. 
No new- colleges will be built. Instead, marine 
research will be expanded at existing institu­ 
tions. 
The new law also specifies that federal 
funds under the program may not tie used to 
buy, rent, or build a building, dock, or vessel. 
The law' specifies that programs are to be 
initiated and conducted at ‘‘suitable public or 
private 
institutions of higher education, in­ 
stitutes, 
laboratories, and public or private 
agencies’* which already are engaged inactivi­ 
ties relating to the development of 
marine 
resources. 
It provided that an institution of 
higher education receiving a grant under 
the 
bill is to be known as a “ sea grant college.” 
PROPOSALS were submitted by mid-November 
for a federal syst^pn of buoys for exploring, 
exnLii ryng ^ d ^ ex flo itlng the seas. The study 
is Being sponsored by the Interagency Com­ 
mittee on Oceanography (ICO). 
It is jointly 
supported 
by 
six federal departments and 
agencies whose m issions will be aided by the 
availability of marine environmental data. The 
U.S. Coast Guard, which accepted the role of 
“ lead agency” in the program, solicited the 
proposals, 
“ Knowledge of the ocean s,’* the late P r e si­ 
dent Kennedy said back in 1961, “ is more than 
a matter of cariosity. 
)ur very survival may 
hinge upon it.” 
The activities of the federal 
government in oceanography - aside from the 
new program - have grown greatly in the past 
few years - from about $28 million in fiscal 
1958 to about $140 rn:Ilion in fiscal 1966, 
The reasons are not obscure, though perhaps 
t!ii'\ have not been adequately elaborated. Know- 
ledge to be gained from the ocean depths w ill 
have important bearing on national defense, on 
the design of undersea v essels and weapons, on 
sources of fuels and minerals in addition to 
food, on methods of preventing radioactive con­ 
tamination, and on medical research. But even 
if practical rewards were not in view, scientists 
would be drawn to the m ysteries of the deep 
because it holds answers to many riddles of 
the earth’s origin.

The ultimate 
consequences could be incalculable. 
The pill 
is 
already given credit for sharpening 
the 
decline in the U.S. birth rate, now at 19 births 
per 1,000 population —the lowest rate since the 
bottom of the depression 30 years ago. 
Rarely has a new drug caught on so swiftly. 
Since the first of the oral contraceptives was 
approved as a prescription drug in 1960, IO 
varieties have come on the market. 
Millions 
of young women have begun taking the pill 
as a routine matter. According to the govern­ 
ment-sponsored National Fertility Study, 
at 
least 6.5 million wives were using or had used 
oral contraceptives at some time when 
the 
population survey was made last December. 
This was an underestimate because the popu­ 
lation sample did not include women older than 
45 or women of any age not living with a 
husband. 
Most significant was the relative popularity of 
the pill among younger women. More than half 
of the wives under 25 had used or were con­ 
templating using it. 
Another use-promoting 
factor is that women at the lower socio-econom ic 
levels are eagerly adopting the pill wherever 
birth control services are being supplied them 
by welfare agencies. This contrasts with earlier 
experience of birth control promoters who were 
unsuccessful in introducing other methods and 
materials to low-income women. 
Two 
considerations 
have held 
back wider 
adoption of the pregnancy-preventing drug. One 
is the failure to date of the Vatican to approve 
use of the pill 
by Homan Catholic couples. 
The other 
is a persistent uneasiness about 
possible ill-effects on the health of the user. 
A church decision on the contraception issue 
had been expected by the end of this year. Pope 
Paul VI has been reviewing a report rumored to 
be 
favorable to the pill which a special com ­ 
mission submitted to him last June after three 
years of study. But on Oct. 29, Pope Paul said 
he had postponed “ for some time still” his 
decision on the question. 
Meanwhile he re­ 
minded Catholics that church teaching permits 
only one.m eans of birth control and that is to 
rdf rain ffom sexual 
intercourse during the* 
fertile period of a wife’s monthly cycle - the 
“ rhythm” method. 
But the National Fertility Study showed that 
more than one-fifth of the Catholic wives under 
45 were using or had used an oral contraceptive. 
The efficacy of the pill is nowhere in doubt. 
No other method, short of complete continence, 
surpasses it. 
Studies to date show no serious 
ill-effects of taking the pill except in rare cases 
of women already suffering from or susceptible 
to certain diseases. 
Nevertheless the 
health 
question is still in the area of controversy. 
Greatest concern has centered on reported cases 
of blood-clotting, some fatal, which occurred 
among women taking the pill and on fear that 
long-term use of the drug might encourage the 
growth of cancer. 
No case of either disease has ever been at­ 
tributed to use of the contraceptive. But some 
authorities believe the 
health question should 
be more intensively investigated i>ecause health- 
damaging effects might not show up until after 
many years of use. 
Several medical research 
projects in this area have been launched with 
government and private foundation support, but 
doubt 
remains 
as to the adequacy of their 
scope. 
Meanwhile the search continues for even better 
contraceptives that might reduce anxieties about 
the possibility of hidden detriment to health. 
Interest centers chiefly on improving intra­ 
uterine devices - a 
form 
of contraception 
generally 
favored 
for m ass use 
in poor 
countries. 
Still to be developed is a once-a- 
month or once-a-year pill or injection, or what 
some would consider the ideal contraceptive - 
a pill which could be taken at any time within 
days after intercourse. 
The Food and Drug Administration’s Advisory 
Committee on Obstetrics and Gynecology, in its 
recent report on the pill, said that oral con­ 
traceptives currently in use “ are probably not 
those that will be employed IO or even five 
years hence.”

border. 
Both Jordan and Israel claimed 
they inflicted heavy losses. 
U.N. observers obtained 
a 
cease-fire about four hours af­ 
ter the tank-led Israeli forces 


swept two miles across Jor­ 
dan's 
border. 
The 
Israeli 
troops withdrew. Firing acros# 
the Syrian border ended about 
3;30 p.m. 
Premier Levi Eshkol of Is­ 
rael said the attack was 
a 
“warning raid” against Jor- 
danlam centers he charged were 
used by “El Fatah” commandos 
as bases for sabotage inside 
Israel. 
Israel 
claims the El 
Fatah raiders are Jordanians 
acting under Syrian instigation. 
Israel made an aerial attack 
last July on a Syrian installa­ 
tion in recitation for El Fatah 
sabotage, but the terro rist raids 
have continued. 
The Israeli attack, in brigade 
strength, was made on the Jor­ 
danian villages ofSamu, Hirbelt 
Karkaz and Jlm ba. The villages

In Amman, a Jordanian mili­ 
tary spokesman said50 Israelis 
were killed or wounded and 10 
tanks destroyed. 
An Israeli spokesman 
gave 
Israel’s losses as one killed 
and 10 wounded in the Jordan 
fighting and said no casualties 
were suffered in the seven hours 
of sporadic shooting across the 
Syrlan-Israelt l>order near the 
Ashomora settlement north of 
the Sea of Galilee.

“ In the allocation of

A regional planning 
commission would include rep­ 
resentatives from each govern­ 
ing body in the multi-county 
grouping.

Word Selective Gets 
Wall Street Workout

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) —- The 
word "selective" got a strenu­ 
ous workout in Wall Street this 
year. It was the all . around 
catchall. 
The word was borrowed from 
another part of the market­ 
place, having been in popular 
usage 
by 
companies 
which 
wished to contrast their "selec­ 
tive" 
price 
increases with 
across-the-board types that had 
fallen into disfavor. 
Its usage on Wall Street grew 
tills year as stock prices de­ 
teriorated. Superficially, 
it 
meant that greater care was to 
be exercised in stock 
pur­ 
chases. But adviser and buyer . 
often 
interpreted it different­ 
ly.A typical use was this; "With 
prices declining, selectivity is 
the key to successful investing 
in this year's stock market.” 
The sentence suits its purpose. 
It cannot be challenged. But 
who could be anything but a 
selective buyer? 
Analyzed, any encouragement 
to be selective is merely to ad­ 
vise someone about the obvious 
— to select only good buys. An 
investor 
must, of 
necessity, 
seek good buys for he cannot 
buy the whole market. 
Some of the mystery sur­ 
rounding the word arises from 
its intent. It is a sales word 


more than a cautionary word, as 
it would appear. It has been 
used to encourage trading rath­ 
er than to discourage it, for 
commissions 
are 
made 
on 
trades. 
The 
odds 
this year were 
against 
realizing 
any short­ 
term gains through selectivity. 
The decline was one of the 
worst since the great depres­ 
sion. It was steep and broad. It 
took rway 25 per cent of paper 
values. 
A drop of this size has been 
exceeded only three tim es in 
modern market history — in 
1929, when it fell 89 per cent; in 
1937, when 42 per cent of the 
market 
disappeared; 
and in 
1962, when the decline was 26 
per cent. 
Nearly all mutual funds, pen­ 
sion funds and institutional in­ 
vestors reported declines this 
year, even though all were se­ 
lective. Gains, of course, still 
may and will be made over a 
longer term . 


Asked what his opinion of the 
stock m arket was. J . P. Morgan 
once replied; "It'll fluctuate." 
This was a safe forecast. The 
market always had fluctuated. 
And in the future, if it didn't 
fluctuate it would't be a m arket. 
Selectivity is sim ilar. Buyers 
must always be selective. They 
cannot be anything less than 
that.

Pentagon 
Cuts Use of 
Lie Tests

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon, 
often 
accused of 
being less than truthful about 
some things, is cutting back on 
the use of lie detector tests. 
And Congress, sometimes the 
accuser, is happy about it. 
When a House Committee on 
Government 
Operations said 
federal agencies were too liber­ 
al in the use of polygraph —lie 
detector — examinations, the 
Defense Department was the 
first to change its ways. 
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the House committee issued its 
fir it findings. 
Basically, Pentagon 
compo­ 
nents can use lie detector tests 
only in security and crim inal 
investigations 
under current 
rules.
